tions in Pub lic Offices. With a View 


to Saving Time and Money and In­ 


creasing Efficiency. 


Indianapolis, July 12.—The chief ex­ 
aminer of the state board of accounts, 
G. H. Hendron. is preparing to put in 
effect several radical change* in the 
m anner of m aking examinations of 
public officers with a view to saving 
time and money and increasing the 
efficiency of the departm ent generally. 
He will publish a schedule of fees 
for every public office where fees are 
collected and require it to be used as 
a standard. 
The schedule will he ap 
proved by the attorney general before 
being sent out to officials and field ex 
aminers. 
At present there is no uni- : 
formity in the collection of fees, and 
each official interprets the complicated 
laws on the subject as he sees fit. 
It j 
is Mr. Hendren’s idea that every offl 
cial should know the proper amount of 
fees to be collected in each case and 
should not deviate from the standard. 
The field exam iners will be instructei« 
to hold officials accountable for an> 
departure from the schedule furnished 
by the board of accounts. 
As soon as they can be prepared, 
forms will be provided for the field 
examiners for m aking their reports. 
At present they are required to write 
out their reports of examinations in 
full, which is expensive when they 
hire the work done, and takes consid- | 
erabie time when they do it them- j 
selves. 
The forms will be modeled 
after those used by bank examiners 
and building and loan examiners. 
Another new idea introduced by Mr. 
Hendren is to assign the examiners, to 
offices as near their homes as possible j 
so as to cut down their traveling ex­ 
penses. 
Their fare is paid from their 
homes to the place of their assign- j 
m ent and return one time.
